The Vanderbilts to Cruise Around 
the World. 


CLEOPATRA’S SPLENDOR OUTDONE. 


Mre. William Vanderbilt’ Benevolence— 
Scenes at the KRaces—How Poor Women 
Are Swindled by Advertisements. 


New Yorn, July 2.—About the time that 
this letter is being read the steam yacht Alva 
will get out of sight of land from the bay of 
New York. Sheisthe biggest and costliest 
private vessel afloat, and she will carry Wil- 
liam K. Vanderbilt and his family ona tour 
clear around the world. The extreme luxury 
of this yacht could hardly be made compre- 
hensible by acolumn of description. She is 
fitted out with everything that the owner and 
his advisers could think of torender life aboard 
enjoyable. She is as capacious as the city res- 
idence of his family, as completely equipped 
with servitors, and in all devisable ways an 
abode of such magnificent extravagance as no 
monarch ofacentury ago dreamed of. The 
journey is to last a yearor more, but will be 
broken by stops at principal cities.

She mailed the 
dollar, believing the glowing assurances 
that the Aid company was rich and 
benevolent. If the swindle had _ con- 
sisted of merely stoaline the dollar it would 
not have been as bad as it was. Instead, she 
promptly received some pieces of stamped 
plush with the materials to embroider them. 


She went at it elatedjy, and in three days had | 


earned, according to the promise of the circu- 
lar about four dollars. She returned the work, 
and never afterward could getaword from 
the rascals. Investigation has shown that 
thousands of women throughout the country 
have been fooled in the same manner, being 
led to contribute not only a dollar apiece, but 
the labor by means of which some scoundrelly 
dealer infancy goods has obtained a stock 
without cost. Anything more ingeniottsly 
devilish can hardly be imagined, and Mrs. 
Willie Vanderbilt made up her mind to stop it 

It is a mistake to accuse women of indulging 
in all the follies of fashion that are provided 
for them. Inventive men devise things which, 
they imagine, will be eagerly accepted by 
women, but which fora fact never get into use 
atall. Of that order, no doubt, is the contriv- 
ance on exhibition in a certain New York shop 
for toilet goods. It consists of an Indiarubber 
neck and bust, and is exhibited adjusted to an 
oldish woman employe.

The South in Literature—Briefs About Books

or the English ear, neither the names of Dab-, 


mey, of Carter or of Digges have any par- 
ticular significance. Distinguished  indi- 
Viduals may possibly have borne them, but 
the names themselves are by no means dis- 
tinguished. In Virginia, however, it is other- 
wise; for they are al] three written large upon 
the pages of her past. There are, no doubt, 
plenty of people in Virginia possessing one or 
other of these names who are no connection 
whatever to the old colonial families who 
have given to them their local lustre. The 
colonel, however, was a representative of the 
main stock of these three illustrious houses, 
respectively. For his mother was a Carter of 
Birley, and his grandmother had beer a Dab- 
ney from the shores of the Rappahannoc, while

the chronicles of Berkeley from 
generation to generation ? » 

Marse Dab himself, however, never ap- 
peared to take much stock in the genealogical 
advantages he enjoyed. Jn many respects in- 
decd—more particularly in the superticialities 
of life—he by no means did credit to his court- 
ly progenitors. It used to bea common mat- 
ter of whisper in the more aristocratic circles

_~of Berkeley county—among the ladies particu- 


larly—that “Cousin Dab was a mighty rough 
man for his raising.’”’ But then, as these fair 
critics would go oni to relate,it was not so much 
to be wondered, seeing of what ‘‘very ordi- 
ed | stock” his wife came. Now, as have 
gaid, tho Dabneys, the Carters and the Dig- 

ses were among the very first families in the 
State. If all their members were not educated 
and polished men, they ought to have been. 
But the Thackers, from whose family the col- 
onel took his wife, neither were, nor ever had 
been, people of education and _ pol- 
ish. They were not, it must 
be understood, mere. common farmers, 
They owned plenty of land, and before the war 
shad acquired almost as many negroes as the 
Diggessesthemselves. Nevertheless they were 
mpon quite another social plane. 

The Thackers, in short, belonged to that 
enormous class that came between the real 
gentry of the south and the poor non-slaye- 
holding whites. Politically a part of the great 
compact of ‘‘slavocracy,”’ numerically too its 
greater part, but socially, and for 
reasons, inferior. Nota harshly detined infe- 
riority, it is true; that would never have dcne 
ainops pesple whose somewhat precarious in- 


bers of a dominant political caste, with most 
of the wond against them. But the division 
Was the unavoidable one between people with 
the traditions, habits and customs of gentlefolk, 
and-those whose existence was quite devoid of 
such reiinements—were, in short, solid, intelli- 
gent farmers, and nothing more. These things 
were managed very well. The Digveses and 
the Thackers had ‘been accustomed to inter- 
change cails regularly every year. The 
phraseology of the: most perfect equality had 
always been maintained when they met, but 
there the fiction ended. Human naiure could 
do no more, as ~I am sure you would have said 
if you had paid a visit first to the old Dieges 
homestead, and then gone on to the family 
mansion of the Thackers; and the Diggeses 
and the Thackers were only types, and very 
good ones, of what, to apply Engiish terms, 
we may call the old gentry and the old yeo- 
manry of the south. | 

S50 when the war was over—though old 
prejudices and social barriers were a. good 
deal shaken—Marse Dab was looked upon 
as having rather let himself down when he 
married Amanda Thacker. Southern rural 
society, however, though by no means destroy- 
ed in that district, was gr@itly shattered. Peo- 
ple were too poor ani too busy, and too sore 
With the outside world, to be very ill-natured 
@bout such trites. Still,social traditions that are 
founded upon common sense and natural forces 
cannot be destroyed in a moment. So, as I 
have already remarked, the ladies of Berkeley 
county used to say in after years, that it was 
not altogether to be wondered at ‘‘Cousin Dab 
had got so rough.” 

Marse Dab’s social position is then, I think, 
sufficiently well depicted. Lonce heard him 
airily described, by a jocose Canadian who 
Was staying in the neighborhood, as ‘‘a dilapi- 
dated blood.” The colonel’s friends 
Father resented the sobriquet; but when 
he heard it himself some time afterwards, he 
Janghed so loud that youcould have heard him 
ail over the plantation, andso long that his 
wife got anxious about him, Uncle Ephraim, 
however, who was standing by at the time, re- 
assuredly remarking, ‘“That’s ‘zactly how 
Marse Dab uester laff befo’ *the wah.” 

When I first knew the colonel, soon after 
the close of the war, he might have been five- 
and-forty. He weighed sixteen stone, and 
“stood 6 feet Sin his stockings.’”’ His lung- 
power was tremendous. The negroes on the

From evidence that filtered out afterwards 
it appeared that the yankeeinfantry were amaz- 
ed upon that day to receive the charge of a sol- 
itary horseman, who came down upon them 
out of the fog, from whence ogg Supra rightly 
knew.

Again and again, inthe piping 
times of peace, has Marse Dab joked to me o 
these accomplishments. Two of them, at any 
rate, he carried with him into private life, and 
sracticed, in a friendly way, of course, during 
fis few spare moments, with an enthusiasm 
that I am afraid somewhat victimized _his 
neighbors. As for hair cutting, it was at least 
a harmless, if a somewhat singular, hobby. 
The colonel was, indeed, in great request in 
the neighborhood asa trimmer of locks. As 
a puller of teeth, Marse Dab’'s 
popularity was nothing like so 
great. He used an old-fashioned key, and for 
the rest trusted only to his herculean strength ;

come to live at Clover Hill. This was not act- 
ually at theclose ofthe war, but it was at 
thee close of that three or four years of chaos— 
political, social, and financial—which ensued 
in war-worn Virginia after the surrender of 
Lee andthe abolition of slavery; the period 
which marked the first conflict of new condi- 
tions with old ideas—that reluctant struggle 
of an old civilization, based on a kindly pict- 
uresque domestic slavery, to adapt itself to 
an altered state of affairs; a change from the 
obligation for food, clothing, lodging, and 
protection, to a business compact between 
master and seryant, terminable at any mo- 
ment. 

Clover Hill was an average Virginia home- 
stead of the better class. It had no preten- 
sion, of course,to ‘‘Newtown,”’ the old Digges 
place at the other end of the 
county ‘where the oolonel’s eldest 
brother still lived at that time. There, in- 
deed, at Newtown were bric-a-brac, and old

sideboards, and antedeluvian bedsteads, and a 
good deal of old silver and family portraits 
that, whatever their defects may have been as 
works of art, represented at any rate ladiesand 
gentlemen. Newtown was quite a famous place 
in Virginia; but Clover Hull was nothing of 
the kind. For that reason, perhaps, it was al! 
the more typical.. The p! .ce, till the colonel 
took possession, had been occupied only by a 
better-ciass overseer. Seed wheat had been 
stored in the parlor. The best bedchamber had 
been for years devoted to the storage of dried 
apples and washed wool, and the walls were 
couted thick with entomological speci- 
mens that had danced in the 
suuny rays of a half-score of departed sum- 
mers. 

Vith the Digges advent this was of course 
all changed. But the house was furnished 
distinctly upon Thacker and not upon Digges 
lines. As Amanda Digges was an only daugh- 
ter of old man Hiram Thacker, she had in- 
herited his household goods. Among these, 
too, there were family portraits of a kind— 
portraits of individuals, however, that sugested 
the sign painter’s art in execution and the 
cattle show in design. Admirable men and 
women, no doubt, these two generations of 
Thackers that blew about in gilt frames upon 
the walls. There were few men in middle 
Virginia that knew the exact value of a negro 
so wellasHiram Thacker. There were none 
whose ‘“‘shipping’’? tobacco brought higher 
rrices in Shucksyille, than that of his brother 
Moses. But the portraits, however faithful to 
nature, were not of a kind to give an aristo- 
cratic tone to the family picture gallery. 

The house at Clover Hill, though not so ven- 
erable nor so large nor so hallowed by tradition 
as Newtown, had still been built as distinctly 
a gentieman’s residence in the early part of 
the century. The colonel’s great-uncle, Ran- 
dolph Digges, somewhat prominent in his day 
asa Whig politician, had been its founder and 
its occupant for a great number of years. The 
installment of Amanda Thacker and her fam- 
ily household goods at Clover Hill was an im- 
provement on the overseer interregnum. Still 
itdid very little, I am afraid, to restore 
to Clover Hill the aristocratic tone that was 
said by old people to have marked it when 
that venerable patriarch ‘‘Uncle Ran” used to 
make its walls echo to post-prandial denuncie- 
tions of Jeiferson, infidels, and Frenchmen. 

The house was of red brick; it was two sto- 
ries high and perfectly square. A wide corri- 
dor ran straight through it below, and another 
with the same direct simplicity pierced it 
above. Upon the ground floor there were three 
rooms upon each side of the corridor, all ex- 
actly the same size and exactly alike. Upon 
the upper fleor, too, there were three rooms 
upon each side of the corridor, also all of the 
same size and exactly alike. 

It had neves been rightly decided which was 
the back and which the front of the Clover 
Hiil house, for at either end of the corridor 
there were big porticoes, supported by the 
same number of high, white fluted columns, 
and approached by the same number of balf 
decayed wooded steps. The up-stair corridor 
led throngh doors on to the roofs of these por- 
ticoes, from whence, under the overarching 


leaves oO aged oaks, could be 
seen glorious views of woodlands, fields and 
distant mountains. It wasa pity that these 
imposing props and qualifiers of the otherwise 
astonishing rectangularity of the house should 
have liad their classic beauty marred by tlreir 
application to domestic uses. In Uncle Ran’s 
time, you may be sure, no such things would 
have happened; but in the utilitarianism of 
Thacker tradition it was no uncommon thing, 
after washing-day, to see the family linen 
hanging in graceful festoons over the carved 
railings, and fluttering in the wanton wind. 

The doors and the windows of the Clover 
Hill mansion may possibly one-day have fitted 
tolerably, though even in an old Virginia 
house of the most approved kind such a con- 
dition would have been hardly orthodex. Now, 
however, they had sprung at their lintels, 
and gaped attheir hinges to such an extent 
that Mar’se Dab used to swear that the house 
was not merely not weather-proof, “but it 
warn't hardly dog-preof.”’ 

As for the winter wind! The hurricane 
that blew down these corridors had one advan- 
tage, at any rate for there was nothing about 
them of the nature or character ofa draught. 
They were real honest broad-volumed gales, 
which bled net only down the corridors, but 
under tho closed doors and out of the rattling 
windows with a force that made the Thacker 
portraits fap against the whitewashed walls

Clover Hill, the land was in very, fair condi- 
tion. The overseer, who had had,

been a skiliful and thrifty . farmer. 
Being too old to be drafted for the army, 
he had remained at home all t h 
the war. The estate had never been too heavi- 
ly stocked with nogroes, and had been seeded 
largely to grass and clover, the acme’ of. 
high farming in the south of those days. 

When slavery and capital together were 
swept away by the war, and conditions of 
southern life practically revolutiontzed, most 
sensible men recognized that a different sys- 
tem of farming must be pursued. Numbers 
ofthe upper class flinched from the prospect, 
and went into business. Others set to work 
with good resolutions, and kept them. Many, 
again, made the resolutions, but did not keep 
them. Marse Dab, however, when he came 
to Clover Hill after the war, not only showed 
no inclination whatever towards agricultural 
reform, but he did not even make any pro- 
fession of such intentions. He did even more 
than this. He openly and emphatic re- 
pudiated any such course, and decl hat 
the style of farming that had been good 
enough for his fathers was good enough for 
him. He was too old, he said, to start rais- 
ing clover and grass, when he’d been all his 
life trying to kill it in the corn rows, So Marse 
Dab “went into terbaccer.” He collected 
double as many free negroes on the place, both 
renters and hired hands, as there had been 
slaves before the war, and commenced 

enlightened course which _ fin- 
reduced Clover Hill from 
tolerable fertility to absolute barrenness. 

Marse Dab, moreover, was more fortunate 
than many of his neighbors ; for when he mar- 
ried, he got with his wife five thousand dollars 
of hard money, which, in old man Thacker’s 
thrifty hands, had somehow or other survived 
the general wreck of war. 

Clover Hill was a picturesque property, un- 
dulating enough to give happy variety to the 
landscape, without too great abruptness for 
cultivation. ~ The prevailing color of the soil 
was red, which gives such a warm look to fal- 
lowed hillsides when constrasted with the 
green of woodlands and growing crops. Of 
meadow-land there was plenty in former days 
—snug flats of rich alluvial soils between the 
hills, whose fertility was. sufficient to resist, 
without deterioration, the average treatment of 
the old Virginia ‘trip and tear’’ system, which 
was saying much. In the overseer’s time, and 
probably in the time, too, of old Uncle Ran, 
waving timothy grass and rank clover had 
flourished there and glistened in the heavy 
dews of the bright June mornings. When I 
first knew the place the backs of the negroes 
in-hay time used to bend low and the perspi- 
ration pour from «heir ebony faces as they 
swished their mowing-blades through the 
heavy growth. Little tinkling streams, all 
overgrown with alders and grape vines, coursed 
their way down the valleys; and very trouble- 
some they grew in flood times if treated, as 
Marse Dab used to treat them, with’ con- 
temptuous neglect. 

THE ATLANTIC MONTHLY Opens with a long 
andambitions piece of verse entitled “My 
Country.’’

Already that summer of the wedding there 
was a cloud in the sky, of which we were 
dimly aware from hearmg bits of somewhat 
animated talk concerning ‘‘southern rights’’ 
and the probability and consequences of Lin- 
coln’s election. During the following summer, 
that of 1861, the family gatherings were marred 
by violent debates and bitter words; for the 
members represented all parties then existin 
in the state—the thorough union magn, the ad- 
vocate of strict neutrality, the ‘“‘southern sym- 
pathizer aud the fiery youth who was chating 
under restraint and eager to be off beyond 
the lines.”’

One day in 
August, after the state elections, we children 
slipped away from dinner--which was ae 
longed beyond our patience by the violent 
political discussions—and took refuge under 
our favorite walnut-tree, whose ample, catho- 
lic branches sheltered us all alike, no matter 
how much our parents differed.

met next morning he was in traveling suit, 
and his saddlebags were packed for a journey. 
The young man ate his breakfast in grave 
silence,looking now and then at the tear-stained 
face of his wife, and speaking to her with more 
than usual gentleness. After a leay®-taking 
that all tried to make like an ordinary one, he 
went to the stile to mount his horse, but there 
at the hitching-post, arching her beautiful 
neck, was Nelly Gray, the pride of the place, a 
magnificent iron-gray mare, which he had 
broken and rid en, but never called his 
own. He looked in uiringly at his father ; the 
stern old face melted, their hands joined si- 
lently but closely, and the next moment the 
mare and her new master were moving toward 
the big gate. Before long everybody knew that 
he had gone to Humphrey Marshall's camp in 
Owen county. Poor Nelly Gray was shot under :

It was searchéd more thay | 
onee, and not in the most considerate fashion, 
by the unton soldiers, for suspected persons. 
No one was ever found, alt ough, durin 
Gragg’s campaign and Morgan’s raids, the o} 
homestead welcomed and ministered to many 
a poor fellow, who rode away blessing its 
hospitable owners. Sometimes about dusk a 
group of horsemen would be seen coming down 
the hill beneath the drooping branches of the 
beech trees; but before morning they were far 
away again. Often, as the doctor and his wife 
sat at night by the wood fire, they would 
hear a long, low whistle, answer the signai 
cautiously from the open door, and a figure 
wonld emerge from the darkness, the son on a 
visit to his young wife, or perhaps one of his 
comrades with a letter. Once they were roused 
at midnight bya troop, under orders of the 
prokcss marshal to look for arms and their 

wearers, only a few hours after a rebel soldier 
had left them to make his cautious way beyond 
the lines; and during another search a wourid- 
ed man, who had been inthe house for weaks 
was hidden in the slanting recess of the attic, 
in the ghastly company of those very bones 
which were the tegror of our childish dreams. 

After the war the old place was never the 
same. Some of the negroes, with the feeling 
common toallofthem that they could never 
be quite free so long as they stayed with their 
former owners, went away, not openly, hut 
secretly, and as it seemed, ungratefully. 
Others who remained were not perfectly obed- 
lent, and the doctor, though never a harsh 
master, had been too long an absolute one to 
brook the slightest check. Atthe beginning 
of the war he was a firm advocate of the union 
and of the neutral policy first attempted by 
the state; its end found lis opinions and sym- 
pathy entirely on the side ofthe south. The 
emancipation was to him “legalized rob. 
bery;y’ he had no respect for “a government 
that would forcibly take property without 
compensation’ and thenceforward he never 
castayote. He was never “reconstructed ;’

Stevenson. The average sale of each volume of the 
writings of these *authors have exceeded ten thou- 
sand copies, Mr. Stockton proving so far the most 
popular, while of single books, Mrs. Burnett's ‘That 
Lass 0’ Lowrie’s’”’ has had the largest sale. 

Of Dickens the man and Bickens the author the 
Spectator makes the following observation: ‘Those 
who have learned to love Dickens in his books will 
find much to disappoint them in his character and 
life. It is difficult to doubt that he was hard, dom- 
ineering and selfish. His conduct to his wife, so far 
as the public is enabled to judge of it, was inexcusa- 
ble. He was so little alive to natural sensibilities 
as to introduce his neafest relations to our notice 
under the humiliating presentments of Mr. Micaw- 
ber, Mrs. Nickleby, Dora, Flora Finching, and Mr. 
F.’s Aunt. Sir Arthur Helps pronounced the amaz- 
ing judgment that Dickens was a man of refinement; 
but this view is surely inconsistent with his ac- 
knowledged uneasiness in any socieiy where his 
supremacy was not unquestioned. And he awowed 
a clinging sense of degradation in the remembrance 
of his earliest struggles, which was unworthy.alike 
of his genius and his social creed. Itis with unaf.- 
fected relief that we turn our contemplation from 
his character to his writings.” 

Here is a literary anecdote which the husband of 
an admired piano player, well known in New York, 
recently sent to a friend: 

Seene, Vienna—Time, the present—(Frau H. H. 
finds the Vienna library system a failure, and cas- 
ually mentions the fact to her landlady, whois the 
proud -possessor of a shelf full of books, and, as 
Theophrastus says, ‘occasionally occupies the same 
room with them.’’)

A volume of ‘“‘Contemporaneous Tributes to the 
Memory of Henry Ward Beecher,’ has been pri- 
vately printed by E. W. Bok. It contains estimates 
and reminiscences of the late preacher written by 
more or less distinguished persons. Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie relates these anecdotes: “The desire of 
every Visitor to our shores, whether philosopher, 
poet, historian, physician or statesman, to hear Mr. 
Beecher often ied me to Plymouth church. Mat- 
thew Arnold was no exception to the rule. After 
service, Mr. Beecher came direct to us, and as I in- 
troduced him he extended both arms, grasped the 
apostle of sweetness and light, and said: ‘I am very 
glad to see you, Mr. Arnold. I have read,I think, 
every word you have ever written, 
and - much of it more than once, and al- 
ways with profit.’ Mr. Arnold returned - Mr, 
Beecher’s warmth—as who could ever fail to respcnd 
to it?—and said, ‘I fear, then, you found so.ae words 
about yourself which should not have been written!’ 
‘Not at all, not at all! was the prompt response, and 
another hearty shake of both hands, for he still 
grasped those of his critic. ‘Those were the most 
profitable of all.’ Upon another occasion I had gone 
with a well-known English divine to Plymouth 
church, and in the party was Miss Ingersoll, whom 
I introduced to Mr. Beecher, saying: ‘This is the 
daughter of Colonel Ingersoll; she has just heard 
her first sermon, and -been in a church for the first 
time.’ As with Mr. Arnold, the armg>were out-

stretched at once, and grasping hers, he gnid, as he 


peered into her fair face, ‘Well, you are\the most 
beautiful heathen Iever saw.

The announcement of the discovery of a poem by 
Edgar A. Poe, nearly a thousand lines long and 
hitherto unguessed, is one to excite interest of a 
lively kind; yet no less distinguished an origin is 
claimed for an obscure pamphlet published in 
Philadelphia in 1547,! and now issued under the 
title ‘‘The Poets and Poetry of America, a Satire by 
‘Lavante,’ reprinted,” etc. (New York; Benjamin 
& Bell.) The finder of this literary waif prefaces it 
with a very able and thoroughly informed introduc- 
tion, in which he seeks to show that Poe wrote the 
poem and left it unclaimed, and he makes 
out n stroug case. it is not 
surprising that Poe should publish it 
anonymously as he did several of his poems, and 
his not acknowledging it after it had failed is quite 
consonant with his secretive and proud tempera- 
ment. In 1847, he was, it has hitherto been sup- 
posed, idle, and this work fills up the gap in his ac- 
tivity; he had the money to pay for its cheap publi- 
cation, derived from his libel suftin February; and 
it has been pointed out that he advertised, March 
20, 1847, ““The Authors of America, in Prose and 
Verse, by Edgar Allan Poe,” as shortly to appear. 
This satire is believed to be the “Verse” portion of 
that work. The internal evidence is also strong. 
The hatred of Griswold, the contempt of Rufus 
Dawes, the jealousy of the northern poets and the 
partisan southern pouch, the omisston of all the “fe- 
male poets,’’ the theory of poetrsé expressed and the 
unbridled egotism and spleen personally exhibit- 
ed—are leading traits that serve severally to point 
out Poe as the writer; and there are several minor 
notes of bis style, not excepting redundancy and de- 
fects in the rhytion. There is certainly no over- 
statement in the conclusion advanced, “Either Poe 
wrote this satire, or somebody elso, still unknown, 
wrote it with Poe's experience, Poe's doctrines, 
Poe's animus, and in Poo's language.” The last 
thirty-five lines are as surely Poe's as mere internal 
évidence can make them, the very tone of his voice;

Struck by her 
courage and loyalty General Pickett, with hat off, 
gave her a military salute. My regiment presented 
arms and we cheered her with a good old-fashioned 
“rebel yell’ which some of you beys here have 
doubtless heard. God bless the true and brave little 
woman. And she was aslovely as she was brave, 
and would that she were here to-day. that 7 might, 
in admiration of her pluck and truth, grasp the 
hand of that splendid and glorious 
type of American womanhood, She = de- 
serves oa place by the side of _ those 
Carthagenian maidens who cut off their tresses as 
bow strings to send their lovers’ arrows tothe Ro- 
man’s heart. 

In coming here to night, of course, there are some 
sad thoughts mingled with our joy. Oh, what a 
slaughter of American manhood and valor there 
was on that day on yourside andon ours, What 
would you not give if we could recall back to life your 
men and ours who so nobly fellen that fatal field? 
It is not for us to speak of their mighty valor. His- 
tory has reeoréed it in undying words, 
and forms and_ eolors, Would that the 
grand and heroic son of Pennsylvania—Hancock the 
superb—were here today.

My dear countrymen, let none but great and no- 
ble and kind words,thoughts and feelings, henceforth 
animate us for, the severer great and bitter trials 
of the American people. Let us with loye, sympa- 
thy and a reverence too ie 4 for expression, respect 
the sufferings and repairthe injuries we have in- 
flicted upon each other. Let us tread lightly bb each 
soldier's grave, whether from the north orthe south, 
for he was an American brother. dying for hts con- 
victions.

Let us thank God that the grim visage of 
war has smoothed his wrinkled frontand that peace

The union 
soldiers readily and heartily acknowledge the cour- 
age and honesty of the purpose of the confederate 
soldiers, and this feeling is, I believe, as readily re- 
ciprocated by them.

Gettysburg presents a gay and animated scene 
to-nigiit. ouses are decorated with flags, 
evergreens and bunting. ‘The streets are bril- 
liantly illuminated and thronged with thous- 
ands of people. During the day visitors 
arrived on all trains, and when the Philadel- 
phia brigade arrived at 6 o’clock, with two 
thousand more, the hotels and  beardin 
houses overflowed, and quarters were as har 
make as they were twenty-four years ago to- 
hight, 

At eight o’clock Mrs. General Pickett arriv- 
ed, accompanied by her son, and was immedi- 
ately driven’to the Springs hotel. After se- 
curing quarters, the Philadelphia brigade, es- 
corted by the Grand Army band of Gettys- 
burg, marched§to the Harrisburg depot to re- 
ceive their guests. 

“THE REBEL YELL.”’ 

At 8:55 a ringing cheer fromthe Philadel- 
ay brigade, tems | and heartily answered 

vy the well-known rebel yell, announced that 
the visitors had arrived and two hundred of 

Pickett’s veterans marched out and surren- 
dered themselves to the hospitality of their 
friends. 

As the procession moved along Chambers- 
burg street to the Public square, cheers and 
applause greeted it at every step, The eon- 
federates, who were armed with rockets, dis- 
charged them as they marched along, proudly 
bearing the stars’and stripes in their midst, the 
only flag in the line, and responded heartily 
to the greetings with their peculiar battle yell, 
so well known here, to the great delight of the 
assembled crowd. 

When the procession reached Center square 
the union and confederate lines were drawn 
up facing. The confederates stepped forward 
saying: ‘“‘Here we are once more together. 
Let us shake hands. Let us trade coffee.”’ 

The bands played ‘“‘Way Down South in 
Dixie.” Fireworks lit up the sky and all the 
people cheered. 

At 9:35 the procession moved to the court- 
house, where a camp fire was held. The doors 
were thrown open and the band entered, fol- 
lowed by Pickett’s men. They proceeded to 
thefront and seated themselves in chairs. In 
a few minutes the building was filled to over- 
flowing. Standing room could not be obtained. 
When all was ready General Barns assisted 
Mrs. General Pickett to the stand 
and, amid tremendous cheers, which shook 
the building, introduced her and her son to 
the audience. She was visibly affected, and 
with difficulty restrained the tears. Whenever 
General Pickett’s name was mentioned the 
cheering was tremendous. When Colonel 
Ayelette, becoming excited and branching off 
somewhat from his prepared oration, mentioned 
the flag of the union the whole audience arose 
and shouted itself hoarse. As sfon as the 
president's letter was read, General Burns 
jumped &apand proposed ‘Three cheers for the 
president of the United States.’”’ These were 
given standing and with telling effect. 


A MORMON SCHEME, 


Non-Mormons Will Have Nothing to do Vi ith 
the Constitutional Convention. 

SALT LAKE, July 2.—J. B. Rosborough, 
chairman of the democratic territorial com- 
mittee of Utah, and William H. James, chair- 
man of the republican territorial committee, 
have issued a public address in reference to 
the movement for statehood in Utah. The 
address refers to the fact that both the repub- 
lican and democratic parties in Utah refused 
to participate in the convention, and adds: 

The whole affair is a church party movement, 
conducted solely by members of the Mormon church 
to obtain forit statehood. The earnest private so- 
licitations of many of them failed to induce a single 
non-Mormon to become a delegate. All non-Mor- 
mons in Utah oppose the movement as insincere 
and fraught with serious consequences, if successful, 

The constitutional convention of seventy- 
five delegates has been in session since Thurs- 
day. The constitution adopted in 1582 is 
made the basis of the new constitution. A 
committee of thirteen, appointed by the presi- 
dent, John T. Caine, delegate to congress, has 
been diligently at work amending the old doc- 
ument and framing new sections. The most 
important change, so far reported, are provis- 
ions in the biH ef rights declaring the entire 
separation of church and state, and estab- 
lishing a minority representative. It is de- 
clared that there shall*be no union of 
charch and state, nor shall any church domi- 
nate the state, but the right to worship God 
according to the dictates of conscience shall 
never be infringed, nor shall any person be 
compelled to support any form of worship, 
nor shal] any control of or interference with 
the rights of conscience be permitted, nor any 
preference by law to any religious establish- 
ment or mode of worship. The rights of mi- 
norities are to be preserved inviolate. Other 
important additions to the constitution are ex- 
pected. ‘The convention will take a recess to 
celebrate the fourth of J uly. 


A CITY IN DABRENESS. 


Atchison, Kansas, Out of Fundsto Run the 
Town. 

Sr. Josern, Mo., July 2.—The closing of sa- 
loons in Atchison has cut off the most profita- 
ble source of revenue, amounting to thousands 
of dollars per year, and as aresult the city 
has not revenue to keep going.

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Two Large Conflagrations In 
New York City. 


TWO MEN PERISH IN THE FLAMES 


Broadway Blocked During the Fire--Hard’ 
Work of the Firemen to Fxtinguish 
the Blaze-—Fires Elsewhere. 


New York, July 2.—The fireworks factory 
of P. J. Keary & Bros., at 343 Broadway, 
burned this afternoon. Two men were burned 
to death and there isa loss of $200,000. The 
factory isa five-story brown stone building, 
with an “T.,”’ on Leonard street. An explosion 
occurrcd ia the basement, andin a few min- 
utes the whole building was ablaze. Twenty- 
five clerks and employes, who were at the 
south premises ran for life, but Albert Eisies, 
stock clerk, and August Hesler, salesman, 
‘were too late. Their bodies were recovered. 
; Nellio Meyles, cashier, was carried in an 
Insensible condition from her desk on the 
ground floor. Fifteen engines responded to 
the alarm call, and Chief Shay took command 
of the firemen. The building and contents 
were entirely consumed. The Keary’s stock 
was valued at $150,000, andthe building was 
worth probably $50,000. The cause of the ex- 
plosion in the basement is unexplained. 

Another fire occurred on Broadway, this 
time at Nos. 628 and 630, and caused a block- 
ade, this evening. There was a great blaze 
and greater smoke, and fears that the flames 
would spread were not checked until the fire- 
men stated that the fire was under control, 
which was not until two hours after it broke 
out. At9o'clock three alarms were sent out, 
and work on these flames added materially to 
the duties of the firementonight. Ball & Co., 
clothiers, on the first and second floors, and 
Vanderhoof Co., manufacturers of straw 
goods, on the third floor, were the principal 
sufferers. The damage is stated to be $175,- 
000, of which Ball & Co. lose most. The exact 
losses are unknown.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—The police have 
taken into custody Benedict Krebs, a crank,

who has been threatening to kill President 
Cleveland with a shot gun when he attends 
church. Krebs is held at the station for medi- 
cal examination of his mental condition.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—The marine hospital 
bureau has §received a report from = As- 
sistant Surgeon Glennon, at Key West, show- 
ing that up to June 30 there had been 51 cases 
of yellow fever in that city and 20 deaths, 
and that 8 cases had developed in various sec- 
tions of the ee since June 25, most of which 
were persons who had lived in the city less 
than five years. These new cases are locally 
known as ‘“‘stranger’s fever.’’ Dr. Glennon 
says that the old Creole treatment is being 
gradually carried out, which begins with a 
mustard bath and is followed by calomel and 
castor oil. Thecharacte: of the disease ap- 
pears to be of a kidney ty A prognosis, he 
says, depends mainly on thé amount of albu- 
men present, death usually resulting from 
euremia.

The right to assemble and to parade. the 
streets is a common right of Americans, 
it is one of which they are properly jealous, 
and which should be denied them only in 
extremest cases. Even in Canada the Or- 
angemen and Irishmen are permitted to 
parade, though parading brings on almost 
eertain riot. In Chicago there is no law to 
prevent even the anarchists from parading, 
the utmost the police can do being to arrest 
those who are disorderly.

The Rev. W. A. Smith is the Methodist 
preacher in charge of the Etowah circuit in 
this state. He has a wife and five children. 
His salary is $200 a year. Having no horse, 
he walks his circuit, frequently trudging 
fifteen miles to fill an appointment. He 
studies his sermons while working in the 
corn-patch that supplements his scanty sal- 
ary. 

When Dr. Milburn wrote ‘*The Rifle, Ax 
and Saddlebags,’’ and Bishop Keener told of 
the privations of ‘*The Post-Oak Circuit,’ 
they thought with the early days of Metho- 
dism the hardships therein described would 
pass away. But how happy would be the 
Rey. W. A. Smith if, in this enlightened day 
and in this stronghold of Methodism, his 
pilgrimage involved either the rifle, the ax 
or the saddlebags. His rifle is a hoe, and 
the free and inspiring swing of the ax is 
lost for him in the guiding of a bull-tongue 
plow. As for his saddlebags, if he uses 
them at all, he must carry them on his own 
shoulders. Without the adventure and 
inspiration of those early days, our

We wonder if the Rev. W. A. Smith, as 
he walks with stout heart through this 
humble itineracy, thinks of the men who 
roll to their pulpits in cushioned chariots, or 
of those luckier evangelists who in one col- 
lection, bag two or three thousand dollars? 
We hope not, There is nothing in the con- 
templation of those things that can edify or 
comfort the Rev. W. A. Smith. There may 
be, indeed, some lack of logic and of fair and 
even division that will perplex his soul and 
tire it, even as his feet are tired as he draws 
near to his little log church. Then 'let 
him think not. on them, or vex his heart 
with their magnificence, any more than 
with the clouds that fly above his head or 
the sun that wheels above the clouds. [et 
him turn from them and the world they 
inhabit to the simple and loving people that 
await him in the ‘‘clearing.’’ ‘There. is 
his work. There his lot‘*is cast and there 
he must, with patient and uncomplaining 
hands, unravel the scanty threads of his life 
even unto the end. ‘Some must langh 
while some must pray.”’ 

So, Rev. W. A. Smith, wherever you are, 
as, plodding your weary way you fill the 
round of your duty, our hat is lifted to you! 
Whether thou trudgest under broiling sun 
along dusty highways, and _ overlooking 
broad stretches of meadow cut with the 
molten silver of creek and river—or through 
deeps of the woods, odorous with the breath 
of summer; along the soft and pleasant 
road, across which the red-bird flashes as a 
bolt of scarlet-—or, in the night-time adown 
long and silent lanes, hedged in by cherry 
tree or hickories, in whose branches the 
poultry huddle at rest; by barn-yards where 
cattle, ghost-like in the moonlight, stir 
uneasily at thy passing foot-steps; across 
purling brooks, dank and sunken in the 
pitchy blackness, but whispering thee to be 
of good cheer as they slip from beneath 
thy tired feet—wherever thou art, all 
honor to thy humble and earnest pilgrimage! 
Soft cushions and rolling carriages can bring 
thee no nearer to God than when thou 
walkest through His field and forest. No 
entreaty speed swifter or more surely to His 
great heart, though sent from carved and 
gilded temple, than the cry thou liftest up 
from thy rough-hewn pulpit in the woods.

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The Civil Service. 

A correspondent, writing from Valley 
Town, North Carolina, seems to be, opposed 
to civil service reform. He writes as fol- 
lows: 

In your answer to I. M. &., of Oak Ridge, La., you 
fail to say anything about the most important part 
of his communication concerning Cleveland's ad- 
ministration; that is, keeping republicans in office. 
Iam not trying to criticise him, for Iam not compe- 
tent to do so, but there are a good many strong dem- 
ocrats in this part of North Carolina that are not 
pleased with his ideas of “civil service reform,” 
and without he gets to believing that a democrat is 
as good as a republican-or mugwump,"and proves it 
by his actions, he may look to them for support in 
1888, especially In this part of the country. I am a 
democrat, ‘“‘dyed in the wool,” and voted for Cleve- 
land in ’, but I would as soon vote for a republi- 
Can as a democrat who lets the republicans hold the 
offices when there are plenty of good democrats 
who are competent to fill them.

A BRACE OF FAMOUS PISTOLS, 


The Owner of Colonel Hayne’s Dueling Pis- 
tols in Atlanta. 


Mr. Charles C. Manning, of Little Rock, Ar- 
kansas, is in Atlanta, on a short visit, 

Yesterday afternoon he showed a Constitv- 
TION reporter a brace of dueling pistols which 
were formerly the property of Colonel Hayne, 
of South Carolina. These weapons,are oj the 
regulation size, possessing a very large bore, 
and the handles and barrels are devoid of or- 
namentation. They are kept in a silver-lined 
case made of rosewood. The owner values the 
pistols highly. 

“It is not likely,” remarked Mr. Manning, 
“that these deadly weapons will ever again 
figure on the field of honor. They have been 
used in a number of fatal encounters in South 
Carolina, Mississippi and Texas. Icannot tell 
you much about these duels. I Know, how- 
ever, that the pistols have repeatedly been in 
the hands of famous advocates of the code, 
and that they have done their work thoroughly. 
I was once a principal in an affair of honor in 
my own state. I was the challenged party and 
selected pistols, for I was then an expert pistol 
shot. The affair was adjusted before the field 
was reached. Had we fought I would have used 
these pistols, but I am glad to say Ihave never 
had occasion to use them, and I hope I never 
shall.” 

Mr. Manning is not an advocate of the code 
duello and deprecates the practice of dueling. 
He said on this subject: ‘I believe that duel- 
ing isdead. I doubt whether another duel 
will ever again be fought in the south. At its 
best it was an absurd custom, and I am glad it 
is becoming. obsolete.”’ 

“What will take the place of dueling a8’ a 
method of settling difficulties between gen- 
tlemen ?’’ 

“I cannot say, but anything is better than 
the duel.”’ 

Mr. Manning stated that Colonel Rogers, of 
New Mexico, offered him $150 for the pistols, 
which offer was refused.

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THE BARRETT ASSAULT, 

The Police Arrest Three More Men Who 
are Supposed to be Wild Cats. 


The assault made upon Mr. Zeph Barrett, 
night before last on Marietta street, near 
Bartow was thoroughly investigated by the 
police department yesterday and the investiga- 
tion resulted in several arrests. 

It appears that Mr. Barrett has been molest- 
ed several times by a gang of young men who 
are supposed to be the Wild Cats, but as- Mr. 
Barrett knew them all personally he 
was not harassed after the 
recognition. On ' Friday morn- 
ing, when the gang assaulted him, Mr. Bar- 
rett paid no further attention to it than to 
speak to some one whom he recognized. This, 
however, did not check the assault and in a 
few seconds Mr. Barrett found himself in a 
desperate struggle, the details of which were 
printed in yesterday's CONSTITUTION. : 
Early yesterday morning Acting Chief 
Couch instrueted the department to give the 
matter a careful investigation and by noon 
Will McGrath, G. H. Connally and W. N. 
O’Shields had been arrested because oflicers 
had sufficient’ evidence against them. The 
cases will be tried on the 6th inst.

THE ARMY WILL PROBABLY NOT OBEY IT 


Public Sentiment Decidedly Against the 
Mayor—His Order Denounced as an At- 
tempt to Curtail Religious Liberty. 


Public opinion is against Meyor Cooper's 
action in issuing an order against the proposed 
Salvation Army parade. 

It is difficult to see why ho should have 
made an exception in the case of the Army, 
and especially why he should prohibit a parade 
on the fourth while allowing them on other 
days. 

The Mayor’s action was the almost universal 
topic of conversation, yesterday, and on all 
sides he was severely criticised. 

“Mayor Cooper has made a very foolish 
break,”’ said a preminent merchant to a Con- 
STITUTION representative, ‘His order to Cap- 
tain Couch was silly, but thé reasons he assigns 
for that order are worse than silly. What 
right has he to set himself up as jugde of the 
quality of a man’s religion? If he isa Metho- 
dist and I am a Baptist, does his position give 
him any right to say how or when I shall 
worship? The idea is puerile. His action in 
this matter looks to me like a 

VERY CHILDISH PROCEEDING. 

Others who discussed the mattér talked in 
the same strain. They held that there isa 
grave principle involved and that the thing is 
more serious than it appeared on the face. 
While itis probably true that under certain 
circumstances the mayor mightjbe justified in 
issuing a general order prohibiting parades of 
any kind on a certain day, it is difficult to find 
any justification for his prohibiting the army 
from taking its daily airings, while allewing 
other. societies and bodies to mareh as much as 
7 placed.§ : 

esterday was a busy day with . the officers 
of the army. The mayor’s order did not have 
the effect of preventing their going abead with 
their preparations for the banquet and other 
exercises for the fourth, which they have de- 
termined-to make a gala day. 
THE CAPTAIN TALKS) 

‘The mayor’s order,’’ said Captain Brucker, 
‘‘was entirely undeserved and was issued with- 
out any real knowledge of the state of affairs. 
We had intended nothing more than we have 
every evening and every Sunday afternoon. 
Why such parade should be objectionable upon 
the fourth of July of all other days.”’ 

‘You see we expect a number of visiting 
officers and soldiers from Savannah, Augusta, 
Macon, Columbns and other points in Georgia, 
and we thought it would be nice to have our 
parade at four o’clock in the afternoon instead 
of in the.evening as we usually do. It wasour 
intention to make about the usual parade 
through the principal streets, returning to the 
barracks about five o’clock. Then we are to 
have a banquet from five to nine, after which 
there will be a short service.”’ 

‘Will the programme be carried out?’’ 

“Well, I don’t know. You see the whole 
matter is in the hands of Colonel Light. I tell 
you frankly that I am 

IN FAVOR OF PARADING: 

I don’t believe the Lord intends that we 
shall desist from his work, on account of a lit- 
tle persecution. I don’t believe the mayor 
had any right to issue that order against us. 
If he had issued a general order against pa- 
rades, and if there had been any good reason 
for it, we would have obeyed without a word, 
As it is I can’t say what we will do, butlI 
don’t hesitate to say;what I am in favor of.’’ 

Colonel Light was found at the new training 
home on Marietta street just beyond the cotton 
mill. The second floor of a business block has 
been fitted up im the shape of a dormitory. 
Here the soldiers will live. 

When the reporter called at the new head- 
quarters the colonel was Lard at work getting 
things in shape. He said that he had not de- 
cided what to do concerning the mayor’s order, 
and véuld not decide before today.

My mind isabout made 
up, but I do not care to commit myself as yet,

CAN STAND A LITTLE PDRSECUTION.’”’ 

When told that public sentiment was against 
the mayor, Colonel Light said that he was not 
surprised. 

“IT went down tosee him this morning to 
find out the reasons for his action. The only 
reason he would give was that he didn’t take 
any stock in our kind of religion. I got the 
mayor to admit that he would allow theatrical 
companies, minstrel companies, military com- 
panies or anybody else to parade, with the sin- 
gle exception of the Salvation Army. And he 
will let us parade on any other day cxcepting 
the Fourth of July.’’ 

THE ARMY BARRACKS 
was crowded last night, many people being at- 
tracted by a desire to hear what the members 
would say coneerning the proposed parade. 
The subject was not discussed at any length, 
but several members alluded to it in the course 
of their talks. The old man said: 

‘I’m ready to goto jail Monday. If they 
pee me in jail I can stay there. I have done a 

1eap of daring works for the devil, and now 
I’m not going back on the cause of Christ. Let 
em jail us if tney like.”’ 

Others speke in the same strain. Captain 
Brucker, in the course of a few remarks, said: 

‘Let the newspapers pitch in. They advertise 
us—they try our pluck. I wonldn’t give the 
snap of my finger for a soldier that was not 
willing to die under his colors. We'll tarn 
out Monday. We'll have a big time. I’m 
willing to die in Jesus’s cause,and I’d turn out 
Monday and have a big time if I knew they’d 
cut my head off with a hatchet. A reporter 
told me today they thought us humbugs. Let 
‘em think. We'll wake the old ‘sinners of 
Atlanta up yet.’’ 

It is pretty safe to eee that the soldiers, 
or some of them, will parade according to the 
sxrogramme. If they do there will be fun. 

“hey feel that the best people of: Atlanta will 
uphold them in disobeying what is almost uni- 
versally considered a senseless and foolish 
order, and they are willing to undergo arrest if 
necessary. 

On the other hand, Acting Chief Couch is 
determined to carry @ut Mayor Cooper’s in- 
structions to the letter. Captain Conch’s first 
intimation of the proposed ‘parade was 
received from the programme, which Mayor 
Cooper ineclosed in his letter containing the fa- 
mous order. That order will be carried out if 
it takes every policeman on the force.

Bee Keeping as a Pursuit for Women. 

From the Ladics’ Home Journal. 

In the March number of the Ladies Home Jour- 
mal I notice an article by Ella Rodman Church in 
which she mentions bee keeping as a moncy mak- 
ing occupation for women. Il was much interested 
in its perusal, having been connected with a larze 
apiary for three years, and haying become quite 

xpert in manipulating bees. I can with 2 few ex- 
ceptions. indorse what she has wrote of it, and in 
this communication, will endeavor to set forth both 
sities of the story. 

Bee keeping is profitable, to those who have an 
interest in it, but the majority of smail bee keepers 
seem to think that, afier they have placed colonies 
of bees on the summer stands, allthey have to do 
is to take off honey. However this may be, I have 
always found it otherwise. Asin any otber rursuit 
there is work to do and plcnty of it. 

I differ with the writer about children and old 
people caring for bees. Children are useful in apia- 
ries in watching the hives when swarms are ex- 
pected off, and also in waiting upon the apiarist, 
while aged persons are generally too enfeebicd to 
do more than children. 

In regard to the outfit for bec kecping, I will 
enumerate sore of the necessary articles. The al! 
important thing is a moveable frame hive. Of 
these there are many different styles manufactured. 
The Langstroth hive is, probably, the one most gen- 
erally in use. The prinecipa! feature of this one isa 
long, shallow, frame. But 1 have liad the best suc- 
cess with a hive called the New England No.7. It 
is packed all around and uhderneath the brood 
nest, both in winter and in summer, and is adapted 
to the Langstroth frame. 1 have used a number of 
other styies but prefer this, on account of the larger 
yield of honey. The next necessary article isa 
smoker. The Quinby isthe best. A bec hat is also 
needed. To make this, I go to the gentlemen’s fur- 
nishing rooms and purchase a “last year’s’ hat 
havitiga rim tivo inches wide. I also purchase 
one and one-half yards of cheap, light colored 
lawn, as bees take serious offence at dark of fuzzy 
goods. Atthe hardware store I get one-fonrth of 
black wire screen cloth. I never use green as it is 
blinding to the eyes. Icut the screen cloth nine 
friches deep in front and two in back, and sew 
the straight edge to the hat rim and on the bottom 
ofthe screen I gather the one and one-half yards 
of lawn. iengthwise. This makes the bést and the 
most inexpensive hat that Il have used. When]! 
have it on, I gatherit tightly around or under the 
collar 6f my dress and fasten it down elosely in front. 
I do not let my skirts sweep the ground and never 
use gloves as I deem them ‘‘more hindrance than 
help” and stings do not affect me much. 

An authentic book on bees is also desirable. ] 
will mention two: ‘,Quinby’s New Bee Keeping” 
and “Alley’s Handy Book.’

wtaut. Pure Italians are very nice but I pre- 
oss Of Jialians with Holylands, as they are 
honey gatherers. 
would advise beviuners to use Italians at 
frat as the Holylands increase too fast for inex- 
perienced persons to handle. 

In a fine locality ninety pounds of honey may be 
considerod an average amount for a colony which 
swarms but oace in a seasou, while in a good loca!l- 
ity peventy-five pOunds per colony may be ex- 
pected. ‘By a “fine locality’ I mean a region where 
white clover and linden abounds. Raspberry is a 
very good honey plant, but docs not last long. In 


Alsyke clover may be grown in its stead. 

One should not commence with over three colo- 
nies for the first year. They should be secured in 
April or May, perhaps earlier, in a warmer climate. 
if they are purchased from some ohne hear by they 
yhould be moved before they have flown many 
Mmes asthey always mark the position of their 
hive and will return to the old stand if removed to 
another place inthe vicinity. 

Clear, white, honey, neatly put up in one pound 
sections, I have always retailcd at 25c. per pound 
atthe home market, and have wholesaled it at 20c. 
or 2c. per pound. I produce comb honcy entirely 
as the extracted is not profitable. Let the apiarist 
geek dilicently to create a home market. This is 
not difficult to do if one will occasionally distribute 
samples of their honey. In my vicinity where four 
years ago not over $25.00 wassold in a year, the 
market now demands between $000 and $400 every 
season in honey. 

I do not consider my social or intellectual stand- 
jng injuredin the least by my labors in the apiary. 
‘During the past three years,besides doing this work, 
I have studied the Latin, Greck and German 
language and higher matematics, so that with one 
more year of study I shall be prepared to en- 
ter any New England college. 


The coming summer ] expect to take the entire 
charge of an apiary of seventy-five colonies, and 
ebali in convection with that, study the French 
language and Greek and Roman history. Lee keep- 
ing has been no hindrance toyne in my studies as 
. J siialisee afew summers ret before I reach my 
twenty-first birthday. 1 wonld advise young wo- 
men who dosirc an etucation, totake up this yur. 
suit, a it is much more profitable than school 
teaching, while being mich more healthful, as it 

uires one’s attention out of dours.

Borrowing is ofveti carried to such an extent that 
it becomes a nuisance—makes hard feelings, and 
even enemiés, atiiong the best. of friends. Onto 
can handily be expected to remember the needles, 
pins, thread, cup. of sugar, eggs, flour, baking 
powder, saleratus, etc., sent for in so many cases of 
‘<lire extremity.” The one who loans has, of course, 
a better memory, but is very loth to speak of these * 
— which aggregate quite ao sum in the 
end. 

The habit of borrowing small sums of money 
from a neighbor is especially to be deprecated. I 
recall two iftstatiees, and doubtleas the reader could 
duplicate them: Mrs. W— borrowed of Mrs. 
C——, in sums of five and ten cents for street car 
fare and to make change (by actual account), three 
dollars, not a penny of which was ever returned or 
alluded to by the receiver. Miss F——, under “great 
pressure,"obtained of an aged friend, who could 
ill afford the loss, small sums of money until it 
amounted to five dollars, She only “wished it for 
afew days,” but years have passed, and the debt 
is not cancelled. Even the most corrupt jury 
would, we think, convict these two persons of (po- 
lite) thieving rather than neighborly borrowing. 

AS we have admitted, borrowing is sometimes 
allowable; but one should be prompt and _ consci- 
entious in returning even the smallest article. 

It is proverbial of some persons that one must go 
aftcr what is lent them. I khow a lady who an- 
ntially makes the the tour of her neighborhood to 
find the carpet stretcher she lentin the spring be- 
fore. 

There are many things. such as quilting frames. 
soap kettle, bags and ehairs, etc., together with the 
fabled “umbrella.” that may as well be bought, 
with the expectation that they will soon become 
public property and lost—at least to the original 
owner. 

Let us strike against borrowing, and boycott the 
borrowers.

We have frequently been asked to give a recipe 
for the very healthy drink. The editor of the West- 
ern Plowman says, “We prepare kovmiss in this 
way: We take a quart size, ‘Solf-sealing, glass fruit 
can, and fill it with sweet milk. Then add two or 
three spoonfulls of sugar, and the milk well shaken. 
About odequarter of a one cent yeast cake com- 
pletes the preparation, and then the cover is 
screwed down tight. Place the jar where it will 
be subject to the temperature of about seventy de- 
grees Fahrenheit, and shake it well at intervals of 
about one hour, If you make it in the morning, 
let it remain until night. when it may be placed 
on ice or in a cool place. The next morning it will 
be ready for use. In opening the can it had beiter 
be done over a pan, as the koumiss frequently comes 
out in soniething ofa hurry. lf you want it partienu- 
larly effervescent, put a little sugar in the glass you 
pour itinto. Of course, champagne bottles are bet- 
ter than fruit cans, but the latter are always handy 
and will answer the purpose, Koumiss is said to be 
a geod nourishment ior weak stomachs, being read- 
ily and easily assimilated” Itis not intoxicating— 
at least we don’t think itis. We never drank more 
than two @guarts at one sitting, and hence don’t 
know what the effect would beifa person drank 
a considerable quantity ofit. The only effect of 
koumiss we ever experienced, wasa desire to join 
in a game of leap frog with the little Plowmen, but 
beyoné that slight mental disturbance no intoxi- 
cating tencencies ever manifested themselyeés.’’

If you can trust yourself to cease when you are 
really and heartily tired, when rest is refreshment 
~—but too many women work just to finish this or 
that, long after fatigue has set in. Their bodies 
may not feel much more tired than they were an 
hour or two earlier, but instead of cheerful phys- 
ical fatigue, when itis real comfort to sit down 
and rest, and laugh and talk perhaps, or read some- 
thing plessant; instead of this good feeling, has 
come nervous fatigue, a very different matter.

Type-Writer Ink, 

The following from the New York Tribune 
of a recent date will prove interesting: 

The recent articles of the Tribune in regard to 
documents at Washington, prepared by a type-writer, 
in which the ink either faded or corroded the paper, 
have created a distinct sensation among the manu- 
facturers and users of these machines. 

The matter isof widespread interest. Many wills 
are prepared with atype-writer, and legal docu- 
ments arenow extensively written with the same 
machine. There are between 40,000 and 50,000 type- 
writers in use in this country, aside from the multi- 
tude of toy machines. They are used by the largest 
business houses and corporations, and for the most 
important writing which is being done. The dura- 
bility of the work is of high importance, and the de- 
sire that these peoplemay know what they may rely 
upon togive them permanent results hasled toa 
great deal of discussion. 

Manufacturers state that the tronble at Washing 
ton arose from using inks which were not properly 


chosen for permanency. Itis stated that for writing 
of contracts, deeds, wills and other legal papers rib- 
bons called black record ribbons speed be used, 
The ink on these ribbons is made from lampblack 
afid is indestructible. For correspondence and any 
other work from which presscopies need to be 
taken, ribbons which are called indelible copying 
ribbons should be used. These ribbons give an orig- 
inal proof, which is permanent, and the press copy 
made from the proof isalso permanent. These he. 
bons have been tested by chemists in this city, who 
have reported that the work of them will last as 
long as the paper on which the writing is done; and 
the examiner vf the chemical division of the United 
States patent office, who recently investigated the 
subject at the request of the secretary of the treas- 
' has stated that the work of 
record ribbons and the indelible ribbons 
is permanent in its character, and that papers writ- 
ten ou the type-writer with these ribbons have the 
ink driveninto them more deeply by the impact of 
the machine than thongh the same ink had been 
applied with the pen; and thaton account of the 
ink being forced below the surface of the paper it is 
more dificult toremove itorreach it by chemicai 
agents, and that in this respectitis an advantage 
oyer pen work.
